It is a noble banner, and one 
greatly revered by friend and foe 
alike. But the trouble is thar the 
heirs of the past and of those 
who fought and died for it un-| 
furl the flag at the drop of a| 
hat, and, often, for the most un- | 
worthy, dubious and si: abby 
causes.

It is not exhilarating to see the |

X15 Makes 
2,112 mph |

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (UPI)—Air Force Maj. 
Robert White piloted an X15 
plane to better than three times 
the speed of sound Tuesday on a 
research flight billed as a tune- 
up for the first National Space 
Agency test of a more powerful 
X15. 

White, making his sixth pow- 
ered jaunt in the plane, streaked 
to 2,112 miles an hour and about 
77,000 feet altitude on the 11- 
minute flight. 


White, holder of the world alti- 
tude record of 136,500 feet set 
earlier in a similar small engine 
X15, will be pilot of the first

Red China Denied Seat 


In U.N. Health Agency 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI)—A Soviet bid to seat Communist China 
in the United Nations World Health Organization Assembly was de- 
feated here Tuesday in a counter-offensive led by the United States. 
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The Russian attempt was 
blocked by a vote of 38 to 24. The 
vote was on an American proposal 
asking that the assembly not con- 
sider any resolution to exclude 
Nationalist China’s delegation to 
the WHO assembly that began 
Tuesday. 


I5 ABSTENTIONS 


Fifteen nations abstained from 
the voting and 20 member nations 
had no delegates present. 


It was the first time a vote on 
seating Red China ever had 
reached the floor of the assembly, 
which is the government body of 
the U.N. agency. 


The contest occurred just after 
Indian Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru, inaugurating the first WHO 
assembly ever held in Asia, had 
praised the organization for stay- 
ing out of politics. 


Russia touched off the action 
by introducing a draft resolution 
to exclude Chinese Nationalist 
delegates from the assembly and 
invite Communist China to join 
the organization. 


NEVER ACTED UPON 


But the resolution never was 
acted upon after U.S. chief dele- 
gate Dr. Leroy E. Burney, sur- 
geon general of the United States, 
presented the counterproposal that 
Nationalist China be seated for 
the duration of the assembly. 


A prolonged roll call was taken 
amid rising tension after the Com- 
munist bloc nations as well as 
Ghana, Norway and Somalia sup- 
ported the Russian proposal ver- 
bally.

Tax Slash Unlikely 


Now, Says Rayburn 


WASHINGTON (#}—Prospects for an early tax re- 
duction were pronounced pretty dismal Tuesday by 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn, D-Tex. 


Rayburn implied after a meet- 
ing with President Kennedy that 
instead of the budget surpluses 
forecast by former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower there may 
be deficits this year and next. 


“Wisdom would not suggest a 
tax cut,’’ Rayburn told reporters, 
“unless it would be one that would 
encourage business to expand.” 


“With the budget in the shape 
it’s in, I think there is a pretty 
dismal prospect for reducing taxes 
unless we are definitely assured 
that the reduction will be an in- 
centive—and I don’t know how we 
can be positive about that,” he 
added. 


Asked if a business-stimulating 
reduction is under consideration, 
Rayburn said “Well, it is by me.”’ 
But he added he did not know 
whether the administration would 
agree. 


Kennedy told his news confer- 
ence last Wednesday he did not 
consider the current business 
slump serious enough to justify a 
tax cut at this time. 


Rayburn spoke to newsmen aft- 
er Kennedy's weekly meeting with 
Democratic congressional leaders 
at the White House. 


| 


Rayburn said Kennedy will sub- 
mit a budget message which will 
“try to clear up” some aspects 


of the outlook presented by Eisen- 
hower’s budget. 


Eisenhower foresaw a $79 mil- 
lion surplus for the current fiscal 
year ending June 30, and a $1.5 
billion surplus for the next fiscal 
year. 


With obvious reference to this, 
Rayburn commented that ‘“‘some 
former budgets have found money 
that didn’t exist.”” Asked if this 
meant deficits are more likely 
than surpluses, he replied: ‘Well, 
it is doubtful if revenues are go- 
ing to be what have been antici- 
pated by some people.” 


House Democratic Leader John 
McCormack of Massachusetts list- 
ed these forthcoming messages 
from the White House: 


Health and medical care for the 
aged, due Thursday; federal aid 
to education, next Tuesday, and 
the following in subsequent days 
and weeks: Water, agriculture, 
budget and fiscal policy, Ken- 
nedy’s revision of the Eisenhower 
budget, taxation, housing, foreign 
aid, and defense.

We hope Georgia’s legislators in At- 
lanta and her congressmen in Washington 
will note carefully the two advices of- 
fered Tuesday by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, 


The board favored keeping the pres- 
ent school attendance laws. As member 
Francis Shurling said, there could be “no 
greater calamity” than repealing them. 

Yet the legislature has before it a bill to 
repeal these laws, with a subsequent sure 
backslide in the state’s fight against il- 
literacy and the economic penalties flow- 
ing from it. 

The board also favored federal aid to 
education with funds to be administered 
by the board. The present futile efforts to 
scrape up a decent increase in Georgia 
teacher pay dramatizes the state’s need 
for help—if its children are to get the 
education necessary to compete in a 
modern America. 

Yet in Washington there is no inten- 
tion yet manifest among Georgia's repre- 
sentatives to vote for such a measure. 
This opposition-by-inertia ought to cease. 
Georgia is moving again. Developments 
in the legislature this year have knocked 
the bottom out of old segregation argu- 
ments against aid. And the teacher pay 
crisis has raised a serious new argument 
for it. 


Now that the State Board of Educa- 
tion has expressed itself, the state’s peo- 
ple in Washington ought to give ear, just 
as legislators in Atlanta owe it to our 
children’s futures not to repeal the school 
attendance laws. 


State Cannot Afford 
Such False Economy 


The House and Senate Appropriations 
committees would be engaging in false 
economy should a movement afoot to 
whack $200,000 from the relatively slim 
budget for mental health intensive treat- 
ment wards be allowed to materialize. 


Units located at Macon, Augusta, Co- 
lumbus and at Atlanta’s Grady Hospital, 
the latter of which was added to the 
program last March, are credited with 
effecting a high percentage of cures. 

For nearly 1,000 patients it meant a 
much shorter period of hospitalization 
than if they had been committed to the 
Milledgeville State Hospital, hence a 
savings from both a humanitarian and 
a fiscal standpoint. 

The committees should be more in- 
terested in helping than hindering a pro- 
gram which has served so well patients 
from 140 counties.

Urbanization of Georgia 


Is Proceeding Rapidly 


Georgia’s urban population has in- 
creased by 622;670 since 1950, the na- 
tion’s twelfth greatest rate of change 
from rural to urban during the period, 
says an announcement from the Atlanta 
field office of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. 

Percentagewise the change from 
rural to urban was 39.9 per cent, giving 
the state a ratio of 44.7 per cent rural and 
55.3 per cent urban. This places the state 
in 3lst position in the nation in the ratio 
of urban population to the total. 

Of Georgia’s total population of 3,943,- 
116 in 1960, 2,282,115 are classified as ur- 
ban dwellers while 1,760,999 are in rural 
areas. 

The trend in Georgia thus follows that 
of the nation. Urbanization in the state 
is proceeding at a faster pace than a num-

ber of sister states. Mississippi's popu- 
lation, for instance, is still 62.3 per cent 
rural, South Carolina’s is 58.8 per cent, 
North Carolina’s is 60.5 per cent, West 
Virginia’s is 61.8 and Kentucky’s is 55.5 
per cent. 


But the South as a whole remains the 
most rural with 42.1 per cent of its people 
in that category. This compares with 19.8 
per cent in the Northeast, 31.3 per cent in 
the North Central region and 21.9 per cent 
in the West. 

The accelerated pace of urbanization 
in Georgia will continue into the coming 
decade. The related social, economic and 
political problems that accompany it will 
require our best thinking and effort to 
solve.

Even Without a Gap 
I’'s No Time To Nap 


Latest reports attributed to President 
Kennedy’s defense high command are to 
the effect that the muchly discussed mis- 
sile gap has failed to materialize. 


Foes of the administration quite likely 
will seize the opportunity to charge state- 
ments made in the past few years by 
Democratic leaders, including then-Sen. 
Kennedy, concerning a lag were political 
propaganda. | 

And perhaps politics were indeed a 
factor. 

But it seems to us that such healthy 
criticism made by Democrats in the late 
’50s should be regarded as more of a 
timely warning than a political anvil. 


If the party outside the White House 
had not kept the heat on the party with- 
in, it could well be that the missile gap 
would be severe indeed. 


Either way, though, there is no room 
for complacency. President Kennedy has 
made that fact abundantly clear. It is 
encouraging to note that some 25 to 30 
items already are on the agenda for 
strengthening U.S. defenses. 


This is no time to nap despite friend- 
ly gestures recently by the Soviet Union, 
which in the past has showed great dex- 
terity in switching its approach from one 
of smiling charm to one of anger bristling 
with threats. 


But there is one thing for sure the 
Soviets respect in negotiations. And that 
is military strength.

It May Be Too Late 
To Save Unit System 


Rep. Robert Scoggin’s bill to modify 
the unit system has opened the way to 
eventual legislative action which may or 
may not salvage Georgia’s unique pri- 
mary law. 

The resolution offered in the House 
by Rep. Frank Twitty to set up a 13- 
member commission to study both leg- 
islative reapportionment and the unit sys- 
tem probably will be the route chosen. 
If it is, the group will have to come up 
with plans which take into account the 
vast changes in the state’s population 
since 1917 or their work will come to 
naught. 

The system in its entirety is under 
attack in the courts. The primary law 
and representation in the General As- 
sembly are under increasing pressures 
in all those areas where population is 
on the rise. Reforms must be made, as 
Rep. James Mackay said in his Press 
Gallery appearance Sunday, or the people 
will take matters into their own hands. 

As for the study group, we agree with 
Rep. Mackay that its makeup should be 
representative of all the people as was 
the Sibley Commission. Meanwhile, any 
improvement in voting and in legislative 
representation which can be made during 
this General Assembly’s tenure would be 
welcomed. 


Why Not Avoid Mistakes if We Can? 


People who live a hand-to-mouth existence 
without giving thought to what will happen to 
them next year or the next decade we some- 
times describe charitably as “‘happy-go-lucky.”’ 
A better description would be to call them 
*‘stupid.”’ 

What brings this up is the fact that just 
yesterday there began in Atlanta the most ex- 
tensive traffic survey in the state’s history. It 
also is one of the few such surveys which have 
been conducted anywhere on such a scale and 
this in a country whose economy largely de- 
pends on the motor vehicle in all its forms. 

Purpose of the survey is to plan street needs 
for the next 20 years in Atlanta. Bulk of the 


lic Roads and the State Highway Department 
with assistance by Atlanta and other political 
subdivisions in the metropolitan area 
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As Atlanta expands outward, there must be 
new thoroughfares to accommodate the traffic. 


The circumferential highway, now under con- 
struction, encircles a 200-square-mile area of 
increasing urban congestion. If the location of 
new streets to serve the area can be pin- 
pointed, future acquisitions of rights of way 
would be made easier and less expensive. 


Running expressways and other main ar- 
teries through already developed residential 
and commercial areas pushes costs to as- 
tronomical proportions. Millions could. be saved 
if street and road routes could be mapped in 
anticipation of development. 

Critics of planning have a field day criti- 
cising its shortcomings and pointing out the 
difficulties involved in foreseeing the future. 
But critics of lack of planning today are footing 
the bills for mistakes which in a great many 
instances could have been avoided. 


It takes a lot of money to build a city but 
even more to rebuild it as hun- 
municipalities belatedly are discover- 
ing. the past has taught us anything, we 
can avoid repetitions of past costly errors. This 
applies to municipalities as well as to states.

And Rep. Davis says ‘‘we can no longer count on” help from 
the Rules Committee to slow up or stop civil rights bills. 

Let’s look at the record. Rayburn and Johnson, far from being 
race radicals, have repeatedly saved the bacon of conservative South- 
erners on strong civil rights legislation by stepping in with common 
sense compromise at a time when bitter-enders like Rep. Davis were 
helpless in Congress and headed for rough defeat. 


As for the Rules Committee being a brake on civil rights bills, 
these were precisely the bills on which the Republican committee 
members habitually deserted their Southern Democratic allies and 
voted clearance for floor action. Northern Republicans cannot, by and 
large, obstruct civil rights bills any more than Northern Democrats 


can, and survive. 


To raise civil rights as an excuse for voting as he did in this 
instance reflects on Mr. Davis’ regard for the intelligence of his con- 


stituents. 


A conservative by conviction, Rep. Davis is right to vote his 
convictions and answer for them on election day to constituents who 
may or may not share them. But when he drags the civil rights 
scarecrow by its straw ears into a situation where it demonstrably 
has little relevance, he strains our credulity.

N ASA’s Future 
Was in Doubt 


WASHINGTON—Neither Vice President Lyn- 
don Johnson nor Professor Jerome B. Weisner, 
the White House scientific adviser, are at all 
happy about the delayed take-over of the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration. They are quite aware that the space agency 
has suffered during the 11-week hiatus since the election. 


It shouldn't have been that way. 
They didn’t want it that way. It 
develops that there were two com- 
plicating circumstances’ which 
painfully extended the period be- 
fore the 19,000 people working for 
NASA could know the future of 
their agency. 

The circumstances are: 

That at least eight people, whom 
the administration asked to head 
NASA, turned it down. The post 
remained vacant until James E. 
Webb, former director of the budg- 
et and under secretary of state 
under President Truman, was fi- 
nally persuaded to take the job. 

That the life of NASA as an in- 
dependent agency in charge of the 
exploration of outer space for 
peaceful purposes, was in doubt 
fora considerable period. New 
pressures had developed, princi- 
pally from industry, to merge the 
military and civilian programs 
into a combined operation. Until 
this controversy was finally and 
firmly settled—as it was in the 
end settled on the side of retain- 
ing NASA’s independence — the 
search for a suitable administra- 
tor could not be effectively 
pressed. 

Both decisions — to keep the 
peaceful exploration of space un- 
der civilian control and to name 
Mr. Webb administrator — had 
the support of Vice President 
Johnson and Professor Wiesner. 
Since the vice president will short- 
ly become the chairman of the 
Space council to coordinate all 
the government’s military and 


civilian space activities, it is evi- 
dent that together their voices will 
be dominant. 

Johnson has long and strongly 
advocated that the non-military 
space programs be kept firmly 
and visibly in civilian hands for 
these reasons: 

Because the whole nation and 
the whole economy stand to gain 
through preeminence in space 
technology. 

Because radical new tenets of 
international law will have to be 
developed if competition in outer 
space is to be kept from cold war 
chaos. 

Because there are numerous 
projects for space exploration 
which could well be undertaken 
jointly by the United States and 
the Soviets — as both President 
Eisenhower and President Kenne- 
dy have advocated. 

Because both national strength 
and national prestige will stem 
from all we do in the vast reaches 
of space. 

Since the vice president has 
taken an over-riding interest in all 
aspects of space exploration, it 
occurs to me that President Ken- 
nedy might want to send him soon 
on a very special mission. 

Kennedy is not stunt-minded— 
and neither is the vice president. 
But it seems to me that it would 
be no stunt to make a prompt and 
semi-summit approach to explore 
with Premier Khrushchev the pos- 
sibility of an early and significant 
beginning in U.S.-U.S.S.R. cooper- 
ation in outer space.

Mr. Adams Tells

WASHINGTON—From the hills of Lincoln, 
N.H., where he has been in retirement since he 
quit the government service under fire in Sep- 


tember, 1958, word has drifted down that former Presidential Assistant 
Sherman Adams is having his troubles as an author. 


The first of the Eisenhower 
inner circle to sign up for his 
memoirs, Mr. Adams has been 
writing for almost two years. But 
his book, which was first sched- 
uled for February, was postponed 
until March and this week was 
rescheduled for early June pub- 
lication. Life magazine will se- 
rialize it. 

It is tentatively entitled ‘‘First- 
Hand Report.”’ 

One of the problems, according 
to sources in the book world, is 
that Mr. Adams, whose terseness 
as a White House power left 
congressmen trembling with in- 
dignation, is unexpectedly wordy 
when he sets pen to paper. 

He has sent his publishers, 
Harper and Brothers, almost half 
a million words, and is not fin- 


ished yet. 
The root trouble, however,

The President and most of his 
influential economic advisers 
seem to place reliance on a source 
of this revenue that is theoretical 
as contrasted with such solid 
sources as those additional taxes 
the traffic will bear.

power whereby the President can 
refuse to approve certain appro- 
priations in a federal supply bill 
without disapproving the entire 
measure. President Eisenhower 
requested this power from Con- 
gress more often than any of his 
predecessors, but with no more 
success. 


Even though Congress has given 
this authority to governors of 
our territories and insular pos- 
sessions, and in extending it by 
statute to Presidents would re- 
tain the same power to override 
an item veto that it has to re- 
pass an entire measure, dissenters 
to the request have easily pre- 
vailed on the following arguments: 


The item veto would danger- 
ously expand the President's 
power. For the same political rea- 
sons he could use it to strike 
out state and local appropriations 
to punish members of Congress 
and communities, and retain 
others with less justification. 
The “pork” in appropriation bills 
— the financing of pet, extrav- 
agant and other wholly unneces- 
sary projects — would not be re- 
moved; it would simply be 
weighed and allocated at the 
White House instead of at the 
capitol. As a constitutional amend- 
ment, the plan would be out of 
harmony’ with the Constitution, 
which restricts to Congress the 
power of the purse. As a statute 
it would be unconstitutional.

To Ask Yourself 


When I was in high school my mother put 
a novel into my hands. It was Charles Shel- 
don’s “‘In His Steps.”” I have never forgotten it 


to ask Roberson for cigarets 
and for his “Be glad to, boy”’ 
answer Roberson received a hit 
on the head. The Baptist Bibie- 
man did not go down with the 
lick and fought the young in- 
truder with fists, feet and fury 
until he was overcome and 
found himself looking into the 
business end of a pistol. ‘‘Don't 
kill me,” was what he told Polk 
County Sheriff John Redding he 
said. ‘‘Take the money if that’s 
what you came for.” 


With the pistol Stewart 
punched the “‘No Sale” key on 
the cash register and ordered 
Roberson to get the money. The 
groceryman was not going to 
die for $72 and complied. He 
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and from time to time it has haunted me ever since. Recently it 


came to my attention again. 

In these days when we are 
facing a reexamination of what 
it means to live as a Christian, 
the book may deserve attention. 
It is the story of a minister of 
some town’s “‘First Church” and 
some of its prominent and in- 
fluential members. One Satur- 
day a man comes to the mini- 
ster’s home asking for help in 
finding a job. The minister, busy 
about his sermon, sends the 
man away with more or less 
pious words. 


Sunday, after he has finished 
his well-rounded sermon to his 
fashionable congregation, the 
man interrupts the service by 
walking down the aisle to stand 
before the pulpit. In a humble 
but direct way he asks minister 
and congregation what it means 
to follow Christ. He tells of his 
wife’s death some months be- 
fore in a tenement, of how he 
has not been able to find work, 
of how few have even encour- 
aged him. He then faints. The 
minister has him taken to his 
home where a few days later 
he dies. 

The minister is shaken by the 
experience. On the next Sunday 
he tells the story of the man. 
He repeats the question the 
man asked about what it means 
to live as a Christian. He an- 
nounces that he has decided to 


try for one year meeting every 
decision by asking the ques- 
tion, ““What would Jesus do?’’ 
He invites any who will join 
him in such a venture to meet 
him after the service. 


Around 50 came and the book 
is chiefly the story of certain 
of those who joined in the ven- 
ture. It is the story of the pub- 
lisher of one of the leading news- 
papers and what his decision 
cost him. It tells of a young 
woman gifted with an unusual 
voice and the strange paths in- 
to which the venture led her. 
There is a wealthy young woman 
who faces the use of money 
in the light of her decision. 
There is the railroad executive 
who follows his conscience to 
the loss of his position. The book 
tells of how one turning back 
lost the way, of how one who 
was worthless found himself. 
There are changes in nearly ev- 
ery area of the city’s life be- 
cause of the band who decided 
to apply to every decision, 
“What would Jesus do?” 

The book still haunts me. I 
can't help but wonder what 
would happen to a group of 
modern Christians who for one 
year would honestly, to the 
best of their ability, make every 
decision in the light of the ques- 
tion, “‘What would Jesus do?” 


Celestine Sibley

the road”’ from the store. 

And while a man won't fight 
for $72, he might for $500, That’s 
what Roy Roberson had in his 
billfold and when Stewart asked 
for it, he got it. Not the money, 
but another fight.

But if West discards instead of 
overruffing, he will hold the ace- 
10-3 over South’s king-queen, as 
suring himself two tricks. 


The opportunity for this trump- 
promotion maneuver by West 
came up—and with amusing re- 
sults—when today’s hand was 
played in a recent tournament. 


West opened the 7 of diamonds 
against the two-club contract, and 
declarer went up with dummy’s 
ace and finessed the queen of 
clubs, losing to the king. He 
trumped the diamond return and 
laid down the ace of clubs. Find- 
ing the 4-1 trump split, he 
switched to hearts, and West 
ruffed the third round and under- 
led his spade honors, putting East 
in with the ace with this situation:

knew nothing about reports that 
the committees are working on a 
$250 to $300 raise for teachers. 


Informed sources said, however, 
that there is now no ‘‘consensus”’ 
among the committee members 
as to what amount the raise for 
teachers should be. These sources 
said there had merely been some 
compilation of possible savings 
from budgets of various depart- 
ments. 


Several members of the com- 
mittees said Monday that they 
will continue to look for more 
funds despite Gov. Vandiver's re- 
quest that they include a $100 
raise for teachers in the appropri- 
ations bill by using part of a $,- 
500,000 fund which was duplicated 
by a clerical error. 


Dr. Purcell, emphasizing that 
the committees were ‘‘very cor- 
dial” and “friendly” towards his 
department, said they had been 
‘‘very much interested’ in a $9 
million cash balance shown for 
his department on June 30, 1960. 


The committees thought this 
was “cash on hand which could be 
used,”” he explained. But Dr. Pur- 
cell said this was money which 
was committed to pay obligations 
under the department’s 1959-60 
budget. 


The department actually had 
“less than $500,000" left at the 
end of the fiscal year, the official 
added. 


Emphasizing there is ‘‘no fat in 
our budget,” Dr. Purcell told re- 
porters there could be no reduc- 
tions in the education budget 
“without eliminating services.” 


He said there had been some 
discussion before the committees 
about whether it would be better to 
use certain funds for purposes 
other than those for which they 
are now intended. 


Part of this was aimed at a $5.,- 
200,000 bond fund set up in the 1961 
burget to service bonds which the 
State Board of Education plans to 
sell. Dr. Purcell said the bond 
issue will use up about half of the 
allocation this year. 


But he emphasized the full 
amount will have to be on hand 
in 1962 to service bonds which are 
sold. 


Dr. Purcell said the committees 
had no specific recommendations 
on any reductions in the educa- 
tion budget. 


He carried with him before the 
committees charts showing that 
the 1961-62 burget anticipates 68.7 
per cent of its revenue from the 
state, 11.1 per cent from local 
sources and 2.2 per cent from fed- 
eral grants.

C130B Hercules prop-jet transports 
will increase employment at Lock- 
heed’s Marietta plant early next 
fall, the company announced 
Tuesday.

Bishop 


Coexistance Vital, 


Methodists Told

ST. SIMON’S ISLAND — At- 
lanta’s Bishop John Owen Smith 
spoke of the problems of the 
world Tuesday in his first ser- 
mon at an annual Methodist camp 
meeting at nearby Epworth-by- 
the-Sea. 


About 1,000 Georgians heard 
their bishop outline five areas of 
crisis and change facing the world 
today: 

1. “Imperialism is as dead as a 
dodo.’’ People want to think for 
themselves nowadays, he said. 


2. Isolationism is also dead. 
Maybe some people want to ig- 
nore the rest of the world, he 
said, “‘but you can’t do it. We've 
been pushed together under one 
roof and nobody has the slightest 
idea how to get from one room to 
another.” 


RACE ISSUE 

3. ‘“‘The whole question of race 
and color needs to be re-thought— 
and is being re-thought.”” The 
biggest crisis facing the Christian 


church is indecision, he said, ad- 


ing, “‘We have (many times) 
chosen the wrong. leaders.”’ 


4. The world economy is chang- 
ing. ‘“‘We’ve got more on our 
hands than we can handle.”’ 


He mentioned , the threat of 
spreading communism. When 
starving people need bread, they 
might try to get it the wrong 
way, he said. ‘““We have got to 
get there first.” 


ATOM PERIL 
5. And, he said, there is the 
problem of nuclear’ warfare. 


Should the nation fail to find a 
means of coexistence with the 
Communist powers, Bishop Smith 
said, “the (national) song may 
not be the ‘Star Spangled Banner,’ 
but the old Negro spiritual, “You 
Ain’t Got Long to Live Here.’ ”’ 


While commenting on the race 
issue, Bishop Smith urged his 
audience to think out the gpeat 
social problems. 


“T don’t have all the answers,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘but great thoughts de- 
mand great thinkers.”’ 


PRAYER SAID 


During the services Tuesday, 
retired Bishop Arthur J. Moore of 
Atlanta noted with a prayer the 
death of Bishop William T. Wat- 
kins, who died Tuesday morning 
of a heart attack.

that’s what doctors are for. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have a 
very bad case of halitosis. 
What foods I eat seem to have 
little to do with it. Brushing 
my teeth does no good, as the 
trouble evidently is from the 
stomach. 


Even my little children avoid 
my affection, and it’s terribly 
embarrassing. My general 
health is good, and my teeth 
are in excellent condition. I am 
only 23 and have been troubled 

ith this since I was about 14. 
Please help.—Mrs. B. L. 


I’m one who believes that a 
condition like halitosis which 
makes people embarrassed or 
miserable over a period of years 
is an important one. 


To be sure, when people just 
imagine they have this trouble, 
and fuss and fret without good 
reason, all you can do for them 
medically is: First, assure them 
sincerely that they are just 
hunting trouble that doesn’t exist; 
and, if that doesn’t work, tell 
them plainly they’ve got to be 
reasonable and accept the truth. 


But where there’s genuine evi- 
dence that the breath smells bad 
over a continuing period of time, 
it deserves careful attention. 


It sounds to me as though the 
condition described in the above 
letter probably is real, not im- 
agination. 


However, just because brushing 
the teeth and changing the diet 
don’t help, it’s not adequate rea- 
son to assume that “the trouble 
is evidently from the stomach.” 
Stomach disorders might be the 
cause. Sometimes they are, not 
often. 


More likely it is in one of the 
areas through which the breath 
passes, the respiratory region. 


All these are part of the respira- 
tory system. It seems_ logical, 
doesn’t it, that you have to con- 
sider these areas when looking 
for the cause of chronic bad 
breath? 


There are lung disorders of 


varying severity. There are in-| 


fected tonsils or adenoids. There 
is a condition known as bron- 
chiectasis in the bronchi. There 
can, also, be infection of the 
gums, although a dentist will de- 
tect that soon enough. The teeth 
themselves may not show any 
evidence at first, although in time 
they will suffer, too.

Earlier, plaintiffs’ attorney Hen- 
ry W. Davis of Jefferson told the 
jury in an opening statement that 
the then Judge Clinkscales tried 
to get Rothschild to repudiate his 
confession of killing a Jackson 
County merchant. 


James Fulton Foster had pre- 
viously been convicted of the 
murder. He was under sentence 
of death when Rothschild’s con- 
fession freed him. 


ATTORNEY PAID $2,000 


Using a broad base of witnesses 
and legal documents, the attorneys 
of the citizens committee which 
has brought the disbarment pro- 
ceedings attempted to build up 
a structure showing Clinkscales 
was instrumental in cancelling 
out one contract for the sale of 
the hospital bonds and then getting 
another put through, for which 
Winder attorney Marvin Pierce 
was paid a “commission” of 
$2,000. 


Frank Burton, representing an 
Atlanta brokerage firm which fi- 
nally handled the bonds, said he 
called on Clinkscales at his Com- 
merce office, talked to him about 
the bonds, and Clinkscales told 
him to make his offer in writing 
to Jackson County Commission 
Chairman Roy Whitehead. He 
said his company did this and 
their offer was accepted. He tes- 
tified that he had never met 
Pierce and that the Winder attor- 
ney had nothing to do with the 
sale of the bonds. 


PIERCE WANTED 


W. R. Langford, a member of 
the Jackson County Commission, 
told the jury that Whitehead told 
the commission that Clinkscales 
wanted Pierce to handle the sale 
of the bonds.

Q. I’m what is probably 
called a complete novice in 
sewing. At the moment I’m 
making my third cotton dress 
and am tearing my hair out 
over something that has hap- 
pened on all of them. The 
little white marking wax 
they sold me leaves a hor- 
rible greasy mark after I 
press my dress wherever it 
was marked. How can I get 
this off, or what else can I 
use? Miss D. B. 


A. There is not much you can 
do about the marks on the dress 
except hope that dry cleaning 
will take them out, but you can 
avoid this happening again. 
DON'T use wax for marking 
fabrics other than wool. In- 
stead, use white marking chalk. 
This won't stain. Also, since 
you're new at sewing, don’t use 
a colored chalk on the right 
side of a fabric and don’t press 
hard if using colored chalk on 
white. Use as little as possible. 
But remember, WAX is used 
only on wool and even then I 
would suggest chalk.

Adopted Children 
Under Six Years 


Shouldn’t Be Told 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (WNS)—Telling a child under six 
that he is adopted endangers his emotional health, a study by 


Dr. Marshall D. Schechter, a child psychiatrist here, indicates. 
He reported in Archives of General Psychiatry on an examina- 
tion of a number of adopted youngsters suffering from emotional 
and personality problems. 


In each, he found that the “adoptive status played a signifi- 
cant role in the underlying dynamics of the problem.” 


“It would appear that children who have been adopted have 
potentially a more fertile soil for development of neurotic and 
psychotic states,”’ Dr. Schechter wrote. 


The great danger lies in when and how to tell a child he is 
adopted. And, he warned, any child under 6 is too young to be 
told at all. 


CHARACTER CHANGE 


“The immature ego cannot cope with the knowledge of the 
rejection by its original parents,’’ he said. The child tends to 
react to this information by character change or symptom 
formation.” 


He pointed out that the period from three to six years is “the 
age of Oedipal conflicts’’—when the child forms a strong attach- 
ment to the parent of the opposite sex, while becoming aggressive 
toward and envious of the parent of the same sex. 


“The knowledge of their adoptive status, so often coming at 
the time of the Oedipal conflict, can seem to prolong and actually 
prevent the resolution of this particular area of personality de- 
velopment,”’ he said. 


What’s more, the confidence the child has. built up in his 
parents, especially his mother, is weakened and destroyed. The 
effect on the child’s personality, Dr. Schechter warned, can be 
devastating. 


“Certainly learning and object relations can be profoundly 
disturbed. Their whole basic method of accumulating knowledge 
and relying on objects is doubted,’’ he said. 


BECOME ANXIOUS 


These children become very anxious. ‘The anxiety often 
refers to the possibility of returning to their original parents or, 
having been given up once for undetermined reasons, they may 
be given up again at some future time, also for me reel nj 
fantasied reasons.’ 


Over and over, Dr. Schechter reported, parents of adopted 
children brought to him for treatment complained of “an aloof- 
ness and a distance that made closeness impossible.” 


One boy of two-and-a-half years was brought to treatment be- 
cause he was hyperactive and unmanageable. He rarely cried. 
‘‘But when he did, he could be comforted by a stranger as easily 
as by his mother. In many ways, this boy gave the appearance 
of children who are placed in institutions early in life.” 


In another case, a 9-year-old girl adopted when she was 14 
months old was brought in because of her infantile behavier— 
thumb sucking and bedwetting. She also had facial tics, much 
anxiety, and made a poor school adjustment. 


“Her actions seemed to be a combination of desiring to be 
sent away, hopefully, to her real mother—and the fear of leaving 
her adoptive mother, whom she knew and loved, and possibly 
going to someone not as good,” Dr. Schechter said. 


All her behavior, therefore, was linked with what she felt was 
her temporary position in life, waiting for some decision to be 
made before she could allow herself to grow up or even to love 
her adopted parents as her own. 


Dr. Schechter underlined the unique problems of the adopted 
child by pointing out that 13.3 per cent of his small patients are 
adopted—compared with a national average of 0.134 per cent 
adopted children in the population.

For example, women are not 
taking over the world. Nor even 
the household. Husbands and 
wives divide responsibilities ac- 
cording to their abilities. The 
decision rests with the person 
who knows more about the 
problem. Women with special 
training and extra knowledge 
make more than the usual fe- 
male share of decisions in the 
home. 


Nor is that strong woman 
masterminding her successful 
husband. The husband’s own 
skill, drive and opportunities 
count for more than his wife’s 
support. 

Now is the lower class, sup- 
posedly so warm, lusty and 
healthily explosive, happi- 
er than the professional men 
and white-collar families. The 
low-income men have the least 
say in their own homes, give 
their wives less companionship 
and less sympathy and are di- 
vorced more often. They are 
also lacking in their expressions 
of love. 


“Love,”’ the sociologists say, 
“is an artistic creation, which 
achieves its highest perfection 
in the sophisticated upper 
reaches of American society.’’ 


Women vote for benefits of 
marriage in this order of im- 
portance: companionship, the 
chance to have children, under- 
standing and emotional support, 
love and affection, and finan- 
cial benefit.

leagues and are active with 
them in the same leisure-time 
organizations. 


This companionship role, the 
“best friend’’ business, is new 
to marriage. Primitive couples 
never dreamed of it. 


Differences in education 
causes trouble. Even a year or 
two’s difference in_ schooling 
causes a marked drop in the 
degree of companionship. 


Income is important. Five 
thousand a year is about right. 
Too little money creates har- 
assing problems, too much re- 
quires too much attention from 
the wage earner. 


And, astonishingly, these ob- 
servers have decided that chil- 
dren do not bring husbands and 
wives closer together. They ac- 
tually keep them apart. They 
are apt to cause a peculiar re- 
action. They call it ‘‘corrosion.”’ 
Their arrival causes parents to 
specialize in tasks. Fathers 
work harder at their jobs. Moth- 
ers work harder at homemak- 
ing. They do less together. They 
talk less to each other. And as 
they communicate less, they 
lose their capacity for express- 
ing love. 


Estimates of marriage con- 
tradict each other, though this 
one sounds better than most. At 
any rate, no one can ever ac- 
cuse Americans of taking matri- 
mony for granted. We love to 
pull it up by the roots every 
now and then to see how it is 
growing.

A New Role for Leo 


Mr. Leo Ernest Durocher, an eminent authority on 
many subjects, was conducting a press conference in 
San Francisco Tuesday, expounding on the Los An- 
geles Dodgers, the San Francisco Giants and assorted 


_ topics and people. 


Ordinarily the fact that Durocher was chatting for publication 
would seem routine indeed, for he has been quoted more frequently 
| spies through the years than almost anyone 

except Mr. C. D. Stengel.. 


Under existing major league pro- 
tocol, however, it’s unusual for a coach 
to be staging press conferences. Coach- 
es are interviewed now and then, but 
managers usually do most of the talk- 
ing. 

Somehow we can't picture Duro- 
cher, the Peerless Leader, cast in the 
subordinate role of a coach. Leo just 
isn't the type to bask in the back- 
ground. He’s a front and center guy, 
the last word on any issue. 


Mr. Buzzie Bavasi recently em- 
ployed Durocher as a member of 
Sir Walter Alston’s coaching staff 
after Mr. Horace Stoneham by- 
passed an opportunity to re-hire 
Leo to pilot the Giants. Personally, 

Ou we wouldn’t have been more star- 
tled if President Kennedy had selected Sen. Goldwater as secre- 
tary of state. 


After announcing that Durocher was rejoining the Dodger fam- 
ily after a leave of absence of 13 years, Bavasi noted that Leo was 
expected to be nothing more than a coach. In fact, Buzzie said that 
Leo would be dismissed the very first time he second-guessed Alston. 


—A Noble Approach to His Post 


Anyone who has conferred with Durocher for five minutes or 
more can’t conceive of the Peerless Leader being relegated to the 
second guess. He long has been accustomed to making the first, 
second and last guess in baseball, which is perhaps why there has 
been no demand for his services in recent years. 


Reporters touched on this tender topic during the Tuesday inter- 
view. 

“If I didn’t think I could subordinate myself to another man- 
ager, I'd never have taken the job,”’ stated Leo Ernest. ‘‘While I'm 
wearing any uniform, my manager is the best manager in the 
world. What he thinks, I think.’’ 


That is a noble attitude for Durocher to adopt, but Leo has 
not had much practice at wearing a uniform for another man- 
ager. As a matter of record, he just happened to succeed the 
last manager he worked for. That would be Mr. Burleigh Grimes 
who turned over the Dodger reins to Durocher in 1939. 


There is no intention here to intimate that Durocher would 
undermine Alston, the residing elder of major league managers. 
But it just doesn’t seent right for Durocher to reside in a dugout 
without having command. 


On the other hand, the deal may work out favorably for one 
and all. After all Alston was able to handle the Dodgers and Coach 
Chuck Dressen in 1959. If anything Dressen is even more liberal 
in’expressing views than Durocher, so Alston has had experience 
in this field. 


—A Pilot Who Shouldn't Be Grounded 


Though Durocher probably is not the most pleasant person to 
have crashing into a front office, we have never understood why 
major league moguls have left him unemployed. He is without 
doubt one of the most forceful citizens to drive a team to a pen- 
nant. There may be 14 or 15 or perhaps 16 current major league 
managers less skilled than Durocher in the art of winning baseball 
games. 


In publicity alone Durocher is worth the large salaries he pulled 
down during his managerial days with the Dodgers and Giants. The 
man thrives on controversy and controversy makes headlines. He's 
a throwback to the old days when managers were colorful charac- 
ters instead of stereotyped executives who say mostly what should 
be said. 


We hope that Durocher will keep his promise and subordi- 
nate himself to the coaching role. His mere presence will enliven 
the baseball scene, which is undoubtedly one of the reasons 
Bavasi welcomed Leo back to the Dodger fold. 


Then, too, he owns one of the shrewdest baseball minds of all 


time. True, he’s a hunch player, but he has the gifted knack of 
guessing right. 


_Dressen graduated from the Dodger staff to the managerial 
office in Milwaukee, so maybe Durocher will use the same spring- 
board. 


It will be interesting to observe the great experiment in Los 
Angeles, but we can’t picture Leo being anything but Lippy.

“There's also the possibility 
that actors will be listless be- 
fore the cameras now that 
they'll be working longer hours 
with less time off. I guess CBS 
has reasons, but I don’t think 
they're artistic,” Dennis said. 
“I’m surprised they would tam- 
per with a winner.”
